Interesting History of the Second Presbyterian Church 
of This City. Ee 


The Second Presbyterian Church at Sev: 
enteenth and Lucas place, of which Fev. 
Samuel J. Niccolls ts pastor, was organized 
in 1838. It was an offshoot of the First Pres- 
byterian Church. On Oct. 10 of that year a 
colony of sixty membets of the First 
Church, with two others organized the Sec- , 
ond Presbyterian Church in St. Louls. It 
was in the early days of the city’s history, 


when it was just beginning to give promise 
of future greatness. The business part of the 
city was near the river, and there was not 
much life west of what is now Broadway. 
The new church bought a lot at Fifth and 
Fine, which was then‘’deemed far enough 
rom the martes of trade, and there a moid- 
est one-story frame house of worship was 
erected at a cost of $1,200. 

But this was only intended for temporary 
use. Almost immediately the church bercan 
to take measures to secure a permanent 
eriifice, and to that end a lot on the north- 
west corner of Fifth and Walnut was pur- 
chased for $10,800, and*a building was erect- 
ed which cost about $42,000, and which was 
fully abreast of that day. The chapel was 
finished first and the church began to wor- 
ship there in January, 1840. In October of the 
same year the main edifice was completed, 
and it was dedicated in that month. There 
the church continued to worship long after 
business houses occupied what had been 
corn fields when the church was organized. 
That building served the church until 1867, 
when the increased membership and the 
growth of the city rendered it necessary to 
erect a larger building, in a locality more 
convenient to the congregation. 

The Church property at Fifth and Walnut 
was sold in 1867 to David Nicholson and the 
peweewt Church site was purchased for 

30400. Work was begun shortly afterwards 

an the chapel of the new buildin , but before 
it was completed possession had to be given 
to the purchaser of the old church. and on 
June 28, 1868, services were held there for 
the last time. It was a somewhat sad and 
solemn service, this giving up of a church 
enceg@red to the congregation by twenty- 
seyen years of occupancy, and which was 
. fraught with the tenderest memories and 
moist hallowed associations to 80 
many. While awaiting the completion of 
the new chapel the congregation accepted 
the invitation of the First Presbyterian, its 
mother church, to worship with them, and 
did so until the last Sunday in December, 
1568, when the initial service was held in the 
just completed chapel. Two years later, on 
Christmas Day, 1870, the present church was 
dedicated with appropriate exercises. The 
building cost $160,000, exclusive of the lot.

Dr. Niccolis enteréd Elderbridge 
Academy and after a five years’ course en- 
tered Jefferson College, Washington, Pa. 
He graduated with honors in and en- 
tered the Western Theological Seminary, 
Allegheny, Pa. He was licensed to preach in 
1859 and completed the curriculum of study 
in the seminary in 1860. Immediately after- 
wards he accepted a call from Falling 
Spring Church, ‘Chambersburg, Pa. hen 
the war broke out he secured leave of ab- 
sence to accompany the One Hundred and 
Twenty-sixth ment of Pennsylvania 
Volunteers, of which he had been elected 
chaplain, to the front. On account, however, 
of the exposed condition of the people of his 
charge he resigned his chaplaincy and re- 
sumed his pastoral work. He remained at 
that church until his call to St. Louis. When 
the General Assembly met in Detroit in 
1872 he was chosen moderator, and was the 
youngest minister on record to achieve that 
distinction. He has often served his Presby- 
tery as a representative to the General As- 
sembly and has been placed by the General 
Assembly on several @unportant committees, 
notably on the “‘Reunion with the Presbyte- 
rian Church, South,” and on the Revision 
of the Confession of Faith. 

For over thirty years the relations be- 
tween church and tor have been mutu- 
ally. pleasant, and singularly free from 
those factional differences which too often 
prevail. The church has prospered under 
his charge, and he is wedded to his work. 
He has refuse’ several offers from infiu- 
ential churches in the Middle and Atlantic 
States, professional chairs in theological 
seminaries, secretarial positions on 
various boarés of the Presbyterian church.
